They served a
writ of ejectment aud after completing the
work were surronnded by an angry erowd of
women and strikers and a small riot ensued.
Although well armed the deputies -found
themselves powerless 1n the grasp of their
nssailants. They were attacked and in
the outset a depuly named Sanders was
badly beaten. An uely pgash was
cut in his head. The depusies surrendered
nnd the strikers went on their way rejoicing.
Some arrests will be made. Crawford will
likely go to Leisenring sgain next week to
trv his hand in making more evictions, but
will inerease his foree of assistants, Itis
feared that Deputy Sanders will not recover.
He received u terrific blow on the head with
nstone and itis thought his skull is frac-
tured.

Into the Counrts for Protection.

The H. C. Frick Coke Company secured
this afiernoon from Judge Ewing a pre-
iminary injunction to restrain John Me-
Bloy and 32 others engaged in the riotous
proceedings at Leisenring No. 2 last night
and this morning, from assembling on their
property or interfering with the operation of
their works, Iuformations were also made
out against McSloy and the others named in
the injunetion for riot, comspiracy and
assault and battery, and warrauis have been
isened. The informations, which are made
by Superintendent R. A. Slater, of Laisen-
ring, set forth thut these men marched up
nnd down where the men were working
brandishing revolvers, and intimidated and
drove the men from the works.

The Sheriffs of both Westmoreland and
Fayette counties are prepariog themselves
for wholesale evictions next week. Beveral
hundred famiiies will be ¢jected, and there
are serious anticipations of trouble, as but
few of the victims have secufed bouses. To-
day Seeretary Parker, of the labor organi-
zation, ordered & lot of 1,000 teats, which
will be used for the sheltering of the evicted
personk. Many of them will be pitched at
Morewood, where the first evictions are to
oocur, Others will be set up at Summit,
Trotter and Leisenring.

To-night it is positively asserted that a
determined effort will be made to resume
the Morewood plaat in full Monday worn-
ing. New hands, it is snid, are to be se-
cared, It is also stated thatan attempt will
be mude to siart the Valley plant, where
there has not been a tap of work done aince
the strike was commented. It is believed
that new workmen will also man this planot.
This afternoon a big strikers’ mass meeting
was held at the Davidson Works, Ad-
dresses were maide by Wise, Corrigan and
Novolski, and resolutions were sdopted ex-
pressing faith io the ultimate outcome of
the cause. The meeting to be held at Whit-
ney to-morrow will be largely attended.
Oue-seventh of the active ovens are werking
under the terms of the new sliding seale.

STILL A DRAWN BATTLE.

REITHER SIDE HAS MUCH TO BOAST OF
THUS FAR IN THE FIGHT.

{ Strike Leaders Declare Everything Looks

Bright—What the Operators Say—About
2,500 Men at Work—The Wages They
Get—Spendthrifts Suffer,
[TROM A STAFF OORRESPONDENT, I
Mt PruasaxT, April 18 —At the elose
aof this week there are ahout 3,600 ovens in
the coke region in operation, a little more
than one-fifth of the total number. Usually
it requires one man to the oven, but at pres-
ent is doesn’t average that and there are
perbaps ot ever 2,500 men at work., This
jncludes a great wmany bosses. The labor

are mot over L6500 men at work, and the
operators allsfe more than twice that num~
ber. There ure vet over 12,000 cold oyens
in the recion and about 14,000 men standing
out solid.

The operators elaim to have made big in-
roads in the raopks of the strikers, baut the
latter will pot admit it. Oun the other hand,
they say there were not as many men at
work to-day as on Monday. Ovens are
charged heavier on Friday and Saturday
and it is always better to have more men at
work on thove days. That is the statement
made by Manager Brennen, though Iast
week an operztor gave as an excuse for mot
haviog so many men on Ssturdsy that they
ullowed them to lay off on Satardsy.

At some of the works there were mnot as
many men working to-day as yesterday, and
in some eases not halt the number.

Reports From Labor Headquarters,

At labor headquarters 1t was stated that
at Leisenring No. 2 no one wasat work, and
at No. 3only four men were on duty, and
they promised that this would be their last
day. Nearly all the other works were re-
ported as having reduced forces. More-
wood is said to have very few men, though
at the office a large force iy reported.

“T'hiere won't be as maay at work Monday
as there 15 to-day,” said Seeretary Parker
confidently, ““All the trouble there has
been was oceasioned by some of the men
fearing they would get huuery. Now that
there is plenty of money coming in the
strike is in better ahl'pt ghan it was a week
ago, becanse we didn’t have the money then.
Now we are better prepared than ever since
the strike began,”

Others of the leaders are just as jubilant
aud declure that everything looks bright
Some of the operators claim that the Poles
will make s break Tuesday or Wednesda
of next week, A frip was taken throng
the company's houses at Painter this after-
noon, and every Pole who could speak
English declsred that not one of them would
make a break. The limit to their eviction
uotices expires Wedpesday, and that is ex-
pecied to drive them in, bat they all say
they can find places to live. Robert Rowe
is considered the leader of the Poles of the
district, and he says if the strike is not
broken until bis people go in the operators
will never break it.  All the laboring men
who own their homes are willing to make
room for thowe who are crowded out of com-
pany houses,

Working for Last Year's Wages.

OF the men now working sbout one-third
receive last year's wages and about 300 of
them are working with the consent of their
unions. The works paying the old seale
are: Bainey, Penopsville t. Braddoek,
Perey and Fairchance, 'l‘lu eom-
pany seems to have the best of the all
around, as it is working full and has a good
;:rnng market for all the coke it can pro-

nee.

The operators believe ‘that they are all
right now and are bonnd to win, Manager
Brennen says he has a large number of men
who promised to be on band Monday mora-
ing to go to work. The **Black Hills" pits
will be put in operation then, He wanted
to siart that pit Fnday, but the
men in the region are so superstitious that
nothing would induce them to go to work
there, 5o he Kept them all in the other pit
Mr, Breanen has not arranged-to operate
any other plants, but will begin as soon as
the men are prepared 1o go to work, It is
expected that Dexter will start up Monday.
This is only a smuxll plant o1 40 ovens and 11
is claimed that a full force will be on hand.
In speaking of the sitaation to-day Manager
Brennen ssid:

*'Tne coke companies are able to stand
ont in the strike notil it is won. We are
better prepared than at any time there has
ever been any trouble, There is only one
thing that will indoee us to accept the terms
of the men, and that is s demand for coke
so great as to put up the priee high enough
for us to pay the wages, It is only n case of
supply and demand, and we are williog to
pay the price for labor il we can get our
price for coke.”

The Promises Don’t Count.

At the Frick office it was reported that

they bad more men to-day than they had

yesterday, and have scoresof promises from
old employes that they will go 'to work.

ses don't nmount to much in this
region, or the strike would be settled long
before this.

MADE THE EARTH TREMBLE.

DYNAMITING AT THE LEISENRING
PLANTS FRIDAY NIGHT.

The Explosions Were Intended as Warn-
ings—Revolvers Freely Usod to Incrense
the Nolse—Midnight Panlos—No Oue
Hurt—More Trouble Ahead.

EFECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISFATOR.1

BcorrpALg, April 18,—The strikers at
a number of plants last night made the
earth fairly tremble, and threw the men
into a panic by exploding dynamite bombs
in a reckless manner. At the Leisearing
Ng 3 plant the bombs were placed so
close to the works and houses that a
number of windows in the houses were
braken, while the reports were distinctly
heard for wiles throurhont the surrounding
couutry, trightening the people and waken-
ing the farmers from their beds. One ex-
plosion followed another, and great crowds
began pouring toward tne plants. )

It was learoed to-day that about 300 of
the strikers gathored on tae hill tops sbove
the Leisenring plants, where they formed a
line and began firing and throwing the
bombs, They secured beer kegs, and,placiog
the bombs ia them, fired them off. Over 30
of these bombs were discharged, and for a
time it Seemed as'if the strikers were deter-
mined to destroy the works, Not s soul
was injured, however, aod the only object
of the strikers was to warn a few blacksheep
that they had better quit work. They suc-
cecded in giving the warning all right, for
it was heard for miles in every direction.

At Leisenring No, 2 a nnmber of dyna-
mite bombs were also cxploded, and a panic
was caused in the vicinity by the terrible
and unexpected reports. At both place re-
volvers were also fired off during the excite-
ment. It is greatly feared that the trouble
will be augmented next week, when a lurge
number of foreign workers will be brought
into the region to take the placesnol the
mrikers. It{ is understood the workmen im-
ported will be principally Italiacs.

ScorrpaLE, April 18.—The coke com-
panies bave issued their ultimatum, to the
effcet that unless their men go back to work
by next Tuesday they will'vo longer be con-
sidered employes of the companies. It is
said this order will be posted Monday, and
labor leaders say it is simply another move
of the operators to frighten the timid, The
order will aleo state that the companies will
then hire such labor as they choose, and it
is the general opinion that this is the first
warning of the coming importation of cheap
labor,

Up to this evening over 700 eviction no-
tices have been posted thronghout the region,
and thousands more are threatened unless a
change soon occurs. These notices all ex-
pire pext week, and if the men are not st
work by that time, they will be thrown out
bag and baggage.

Boooks, of Bminence. Many guests from
this city and other points were present.
After the ceremony there came the usual re-
freshments, of which all the guests partook.
After their return home nearly all were
taken violeutly i1l with severs pains, accom-
panied by vomiting. Each fsmily had
no jdea that any other was affected,
and the matter didn’t become known
inthe city for & dayor two, Yesterday it
was discovered that thers wers neurly 30
persons affected, but it was still supposed
that nothing serious would result, Last
might the condition of a number of the suf-
ferérs became dangerous and the doctors
nonounced that all had been poisoned with
arsenic. ‘

It seems sure that the poisoning at the
wedding at Lindon, near thias city, was by
arsenic placed in the spring from which
water was supplied. Liodon is the
suburban residence of several leading busi-
ness men, Albert Herr is a wealthy farmer,
and gathered at his dauvghter's wedding
Wednesday ware some of the most prominent
peopleinthecityand connty, Ofthosersturn-
ing to their homes about 60 showed symptoms

poisoning, and several seemed to be in
danger at the first, but sppeared 10 be im-
vroving Thursday and vesterday. Not till
B. F. Guthrie's sudden chaoge for the
worse after midnight last night, and death
this morning, were there reports of danger.
Now a number of others are worse, and 1t is
e several will die, including the
bride amd the groom.

GALvesTOoN, April 18.—After Jeaving
Little Rock last night, the Presidental
train proceeded to Texarkana, where the
next stop was made at 11:30. Notwith-
standing the lateness of the hour, the sta-
tion was thronged with people who par-
ticipated in the reception,

The President was formally welcomed
into the Lone Star State st its threshold,
Palestine, at 7:30 this morning by Governor
Hoge aad the Mayor of the town. Therea
magnificent pageant awaited the train. Ta
the welcoming speeches, the President re-
plied in words of admiration for the
pire State of the South—"a kingdom wi
out a king"—and its homes,

I desire to say to you, my countrymen, that
in my beart [ makano distinction between our
people anywhere, [Cheers.] I have a deep de-
sire that everywhere innll our States there shall
be that profound respect for the will of the
majority expressed by our voters, that sball
bring constant peace into all our communities,
It is very kind of you to come hers this morn-
In g before breakfust. Perbaps you are initi.
ating me into the Texas bhabit—is it so—of
taking something before breakfas;? [Laughter
and cheers,]

Rusk on Gulf Harbor Improvement.

Beoretary Eusk also made a short address,

CrLEVELAND, April ,18—A frightfal

The eogineof the Toledo express wae
koocked squarely scross the track, aod
that of the fast mail reared in the air, reste
ing on top of the other. The fast mail cons
sisted of three mail cars and two pazior
ears, and the Toledo express of five conches
sand two baggage cars.

Twao Mail Cars Telescoped.

The first and second mauil cars wers tales
scoped and smashed to kindling wood, and
the third erashed into the first two and rolled
over on the station platiorm, breaking (be
windows of the building. The two baggare
cars of the Toledo express were knocked
from the twrack, but did net tarn over.

The force of the collision was so great that
of the 64 revolving ohairs in the two parlor
cars only four remained attached 1o the
floorsy all the othd® being broken and
barled about in confusion. The pussengera
were thrown to the floors and badly shaken,
but none were serioualy hurt

The passengers of the two trains at once
begon the work of rescue, and with a corps
of physicians from the town, ministered to
the few who were injured. All but one of
the dead were bevoud human assistance as
soon as the collision ocecurred. The bodies
were all horribly erushed and mutilated,
arms and legs being tora off, and the corpses
were almost beyond recognition,

Died Bravely at His Post,

Charles Topliff, the engiuser of the fasé
mail, remaioed bravely as his post, sand was
found with his hand on the throtile, dead.
His hands and face were so badly scalded
that the blackened flesh dropped from the
bones whea his body was taken cat. Fire-
man Staley, of the fast mail, jnmped from
the train and sustained » brokea leg and
dislocated shoulder. The doctors said he
would recover, but he died soon afterward.

The poor postal clerks had not a chaoca
to escape. They wers enged like rats, and
the telescoping of the cars crushed the life
ont of them without a moment’s warning.

Passengers who were on the fast mail ar-
rived here at 10:30 to-night and brought the
first autheatic news ofthe wreek, there being
no eorrespondents or other facilities for get-
ting the news from Kipton, which is a mere
hamlet. These possengers say that the csrs
and locomotivas were piled in a heap nigher
than the station. -

The Dead and thoe Wounded,

sceident, as both the engineers are dead,
It is said, however, that No. 21 was ordered
to stop at Oberlin, but went on to Kipton,
which is six miles farther west, and had not
sufficient time to make the side track.
